OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  of  HEALTH  for  the  Year  1909. 


GENERAL  CONSIDERATIONS. 

The  Urban  District  of  Penrith  is  situated  chiefly  in  a  small  valley 
which  connects  the  larger  valleys  of  the  Bamont  and  Petteril,  and 
through  which  a  stream,  partly  artificial,  runs  connecting  the  two  rivers. 
The  area  is  7856  acres,  a  considerable  portion  of  which  is  agricultural 
land.  The  whole  district  is  situated  on  the  Permian  sandstone,  which 
is  very  porous,  and  absorbs  moisture  readily,  but  beds  of  boulder  clay 
in  places  render  these  situations  somewhat  damp.  The  ground  is  much 
broken  up  by  hill  and  dale,  Penrith  Beacon  on  the  Bast  side  being  937ft. 
above  sea  level,  and  the  lowest  point  being  about  400ft.,  at  the  River 
Bamont.  The  town  of  Penrith  is  towards  the  South  side  of  the  irregular 
parallelogram  of  the  district,  and  is  situated  in  the  valley  and  on  the 
slopes  of  the  Penrith  Beacon,  between  the  heights  of  450ft.  and  700ft. 
There  are  also  in  the  district  two  hamlets— Carleton  Village  and  part  of 
Bamont  Bridge — besides  the  usual  scattered  farmhouses  and  cottages. 
The  town  is  almost  entirely  residential,  and  owes  its  position  chiefly  to 
the  fact  of  its  being  a  market  centre  ;  there  are,  however,  a  few  indus¬ 
tries,  such  as  a  tannery,  a  brewery,  and  a  railway  junction,  which  occupy 
the  energies  of  a  part  of  the  population. 

As  in  most  small  country  towns  the  population  is  stationary, 
which  in  itself  is  a  matter  for  some  small  amount  of  congratulation, 
when  many  country  towns  of  our  size  are  slowly  decreasing  ;  but  I  think 
the  probability  is  that  Penrith  will  slowly  increase  as  its  popularity  as 
a  healthful  place  of  residence  becomes  more  known,  and  from  this  point 
of  view  any  expenditure  tending  to  make  it  more  attractive  and  sanitary 
is  money  well  spent. 

In  this  connection  the  Council  might  do  well  to  consider  the  ad¬ 
visability  of  providing  a  few  seats  on  the  more  level  routes,  such  as 
Carleton  and  Bamont  Bridge  roads,  suggestions  having  often  been  heard 
that  visitors  in  summer  would  consider  such  a  boon. 
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The  population  at  the  Census  of  1901  was  9182,  an  increase  on 
that  of  1891  of  200  only  :  the  chief  reason  for  this  is  that  many  young 
persons  leave  the  town  to  seek  employment  elsewhere.  This  is  also  a 
reason  for  the  death-rate  of  such  towns  being  greater  than  one  would 
naturally  expect,  especially  as  a  considerable  number  of  persons  come 
to  reside  in  their  declining  years. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. 

During  the  year  1909  there  have  been  218  births,  a  larger  number 
than  in  any  year  since  1899.  Of  these  116  were  males  and  132  females  ; 
this  sex  incidence  is  quite  unusual,  as  male  births  usually  predominate. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  on  an  estimated  population  of  9372 
is  26.46 — quite  a  good  one,  and  about  2  per  1000  above  the  average  of 
the  last  ten  years. 

Of  these  births  23  were  illegitimate  (12  males  and  11  females), 
giving  an  illegitimate  birth-rate  of  2.45  per  1000  population  and  92.74 
per  1000  births  ;  these  rates  are  slightly  larger  than  last  year. 

GENERAL  MORTALITY. 

DEATH-RATE. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  has  been  166,  as 
against  the  average  of  162  for  the  last  ten  years.  Of  these  6  have  to 
be  deducted  of  non-residents  and  5  added  for  deaths  of  residents  occur¬ 
ring  at  other  places  outside  the  urban  area,  making  a  corrected  total  of 
165  deaths  :  the  death-rate  on  this  figure  is  17.60,  slightly  higher  than 
the  ten  years’  average.

Deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  and  non-residents  have 
been  excluded. 

Usually  the  North  Ward  has  had  the  highest  death-rate,  but  this 
year  the  South  has  reached  the  unenviable  position  ;  this  has  been  due 
to  the  greater  number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  lungs  in  this  Ward. 


Classification  of  Deaths  according  to  Age. 

(a)  Under  one  year.  There  have  been  30  deaths  of  infants,  giving 
an  infantile  death-rate  of  120.96  per  1000  births  ;  this,  although  con¬ 
siderably  lower  than  last  year's  rate,  which  was  the  third  highest  in  the 
county,  is  still  too  high.  The  number  of  deaths  (6)  from  atrophy,  de¬ 
bility,  etc.,  is  the  same  as  last  year,  but  there  are  more  cases  of  prema¬ 
ture  birth,  and  to  this  the  death-rate  is  chiefly  due.  On  the  whole,  the 
position  of  affairs  in  this  matter  is  somewhat  more  satisfactory 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  been  adopted  and  comes  into 
force  on  Jan.  1,  1910;  a  health  visitor  will  then  visit  infants  in  their 
own  homes  and  advise  mothers  as  to  feeding  and  general  management, 
and  also  see  that  a  doctor  is  sent  for  when  required. 

Since  the  Midwives’  Act  is  now  fully  in  force,  and  the  ordinary 
old  woman  is  no  longer  available  with  her  want  of  asepsis  and  nostrums 
for  the  feeding  of  infants,  one  may  hope  that  the  nurse  appointed  in  the 
town  by  the  Cumberland  Nursing  Association  will  be  able  to  see  that 
infants  for  the  first  month  of  their  lives  have  a  better  chance  in  some 
quarters  than  they  previously  had. 

The  actual  causes  of  deaths  of  infants  can  be  seen  in  Table  V. 

(b)  One  to  five  years. 

Bight  deaths,  of  which  three  were  due  to  zymotic  disease  and  three 
to  pneumonia. 

(c)  Five  and  under  15  years. 

Five  deaths,  two  being  due  to  diphtheria  and  two  to  heart  disease, 

(d)  15  to  25  years. 

Seven  deaths,  of  which  four  were  due  to  phthisis. 

(e)  25  to  65  years. 

Here  there  are  50  deaths,  seven  being  due  to  phthisis,  and  the 
same  number  to  cancer,  while  pneumonia,  which  has  been  more  preva¬ 
lent  than  usual  during  the  year,  caused  six. 

(f)  65  years  and  upwards. 

Under  this  division  there  are  65  deaths,  eight  of  which  are  due 
to  cancer  and  21  to  heart  diseases. 


ANALYSIS  OF  THE  CAUSE  OF  DEATH. 

Zymotic  Disease. 

Infujenza  has  been  very  prevalent  during  the  first  two  and  the 
last  two  months  of  the  year,  and  was  the  cause  of  two  deaths  :  the 
character  was  of  the  old  type  and  much  less  of  the  gastro-intestinal 
form  which  was  seen  last  year. 

Whoopustg  Cough  has  been  less  in  evidence  than  the  previous 
year,  when  it  was  severe  ;  it  was  the  cause  of  one  death. 
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MeasIvKS  was  epidemic  to  a  severe  extent  in  the  summer  months, 
and  also  was  the  cause  of  one  death. 

Diphtheria  also  has  been  very  prevalent  and  accounts  for  four 
deaths. 

Constitutional  Diseases. 

Cancer. — The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  has  been  15  ; 
this  gives  a  death-rate  of  1.60.  The  year  1905  is  the  first  when  it  is 
possible  to  find  statistics  for  the  deaths  from  this  disease,  and  they  are 
as  follows  : —

This  rate  is  somewhat  high,  and  certainly  greater  than  that  of  the  coun¬ 
try  in  general,  but  it  will  in  part  be  accounted  for  by  the  larger  number 
of  old  persons  resident  in  this  district  as  compared  with  the  county  as  a 
whole. 

Phthisis. — There  have  been  14  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Dungs  and  four  others  from  other  Tubercular  diseases  :  the  death-rate 
from  Phthisis  is  thus  1.48  per  1000,  or,  taking  all  the  deaths  together, 
it  is  1.92.  Penrith  Urban  District  stood  highest  in  the  county  list  last 
year  and  is  not  markedly  lower  this  year  ;  perhaps  the  cold  and  wet  of 
the  summer  was  partly  accountable  for  the  deaths. 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  impressed  on  individuals  that  this 
disease  is  not  necessarily  a  fatal  one,  but  that  if  any  good  is  to  be  done 
it  must  be  in  the  early  stages,  and  too  often  persons  will  not  undertake 
the  necessary  treatment  until  it  is  too  late  ;  the  statistics  of  the  various 
Sanatoria  show  this  fact  most  conclusively.  It  is  still  to  be  hoped  that 
Phthisis  may  be  scheduled  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification 
Act,  and  persons  who  have  the  disease  compulsorily  sent  in  the  early 
stages  to  a  Sanatorium,  if  they  cannot  be  isolated  in  their  own  homes  : 
this  by  many  persons  would  be  considered  harsh  treatment,  but  the 
patients  themselves  would  have  a  better  chance  of  life  and  the  public 
health  would  be  greatly  benefited,  whereas  at  the  present  time  such 
persons  spit  about  the  streets  and  are  a  source  of  danger  to  the  general 
community. 

Houses  where  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  have  occurred  are  dis¬ 
infected  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  free  of  cost  to  the  occupants. 

Under  the  circular  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  notifications 
of  two  cases  were  received  in  the  case  of  poor  persons,  and  four  cases 
were  notified  from  the  workhouse. 
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Local  Diseases. 

Deaths  from  disease  of  the  Respiratory  System,  as  might  be 
expected  from  the  seasonal  influence  of  the  year,  have  been  much  greater 
than  usual,  and  Pneumonia  especially  has  been  very  prevalent,  and  is 
the  cause  of  15  deaths,  chiefly  occurring  in  adults.  There  are  also  30 
deaths  due  to  Heart  Disease,  most  of  which  were  in  old  people. 

There  were  also  four  deaths  from  Gastro-Knteritis  in  infants,  but 
none  certified  as  due  to  Zymotic  Enteritis. 

Deaths  from  Violence. 

There  has  been  only  one  death  from  Accident,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  no  cases  of  over-laying  of  infants  have  occurred  :  in  this 
matter  the  Children’s  Act  will  no  doubt  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  care¬ 
less  and  lazy  parents. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that,  as  in  last  year’s  statistics,  there 
are  no  uncertified  deaths. 

Zymotic  Disease. 

Zymotic  Death-rate. — From  the  eight  chief  Zymotic  Diseases 
there  have  been  four  deaths,  and  the  death-rate  is  thus  0.42,  caused  by 
four  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  but  if  the  whole  number  of  Zymotic  Deaths 
be  included  the  rate  would  be  0.84  from  the  addition  of  one  each  of  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough  and  Measles  and  two  of  Influenza. 

ScAREATiNA. — There  has  been  no  real  epidemic  of  Scarlatina  in 
the  town  during  the  year,  and  only  19  cases  have  been  notified.  In 
the  beginning  of  the  year  a  case  was  notified,  and  the  school  children  of 
the  same  class  being  examined,  one  child  was  found  desquamating  who 
had  had  a  rash  and  sore  throat  ;  in  all  probability  this  was  the  cause  of 
a  small  outbreak  of  eleven  cases  through  the  medium  of  a  sweet  shop 
and  the  elementary  school. 

There  were  no  more  cases  until  October,  when  two  cases  resulted 
from  a  social  gathering  at  the  Brunswick  Road  School ;  and,  later,  two 
further  cases,  in  which  the  cause  was  impossible  to  discover. 

Of  the  19  cases,  17  were  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  where 
all  recovered.  The  disease  has  been  very  mild  in  character. 

Diphtheria. — We  have  been  again  subjected  to  a  large  amount 
of  Diphtheria  during  the  year  ;  34  cases  in  all  have  been  notified,  and 
these  have  been  scattered  all  over  the  town  ;  as  usual,  the  chief  inci¬ 
dence  has  been  among  children  and  19  of  the  cases  occurred  in  those  of 
school  age. 

One  patient  came  from  Workington  ill,  another  case  apparently 
was  infected  in  the  Rural  District  of  Penrith  and  was  the  cause  of  five 
others  attending  school  in  the  same  direction,  but  in  most  instances  no 
direct  infection  could  be  ascertained. 
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In  one  house  two  cases  occurred,  and  after  the  lapse  of  two  months 
another  case,  and  two  months  afterwards  a  further  case  ;  after  the  in¬ 
tervals  the  throats  of  those  who  had  previously  had  the  disease  were 
examined  bacteriologically  and  no  bacilli  found  :  the  house  had  a  bad 
water  supply,  but  this  was  put  right  by  connection  with  the  town  mains  ; 
a  heap  of  rubbish  was  removed,  but  the  last  case  occurred  and  nothing 
further  could  be  made  out  except  the  damp  condition  of  one  room,  which 
has  a  flagged  floor. 

Insanitary  conditions  of  dwellings  were  found  only  in  a  few  in¬ 
stances. 

Twenty-six  of  these  cases  were*  removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  in 
all  four  cases  died,  two  of  which  were  at  the  Hospital. 

The  Urban  Council  supplies  antitoxin  free  to  poor  persons. 

Erysipelas. — Four  cases  were  notified,  but  call  for  no  comment. 

There  are  two  Hospitals  in  the  town — one  for  Smallpox,  which 
has  not  been  in  use  during  the  year  ;  the  other  at  the  Fair  Hill  has  been 
in  full  employment. 

Disinfection  of  houses  is  done  with  an  Kquifex  sprayer  and  forma¬ 
lin  ;  bedding,  etc.,  is  taken  to  the  Hospital  to  be  disinfected  with  Reek’s 
steam  disinfector. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  plenty  of  houses  in  the  town  for  every  class,  in  fact, 
at  present  it  appears  as  if  there  were  too  many  ;  and  as  new  houses  are 
built  a  good  many  of  the  old-fashioned  dwellings  in  courts  and  yards 
become  impossible  to  be  let.  In  the  last  ten  years  a  good  many  of  this 
class  have  been  converted  into  warehouses.  No  doubt  this  is  good  for 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants,  as  nearly  all  these  houses  were  small,  with 
low  ceilings,  and  only  casements  in  the  windows  ;  so  that  cubic  space 
and  ventilation  were  both  deficient  :  usually  they  were  situated  in 
narrow  yards,  and  also  had  in  consequence  deficient  sunlight. 

A  few  of  these  tenements  still  exist,  but  they  are  gradually  becom¬ 
ing  untenanted,  and  the  best  policy  appears  to  be  to  allow  them  to  fall 
into  disuse  and  not  insist  on  sanitary  improvement  to  property  which 
is  not  worth  the  expense. 

The  plans  for  new  houses  are  always  passed  by  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  and  alterations  insisted  on  where  needful,  so  as  to  make 
the  buildings  comply  with  the  Bye-laws. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  new  water  supply  from  Hayeswater  has  now  l:)een  finished, 
the  existing  service  reservoirs  being  used  after  being  enlarged  and 
thoroughly  put  in  order.  The  town  has  now  a  water  supply  second  to 
none  in  the  country,  and  one  hopes  that  this  will  lead  to  its  increased 
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prosperity,  through  the  advent  of  people  coming  to  live  here.  It  is  one 
of  the  safeguards  to  health  to  have  a  water  supply  above  suspicion  of 
contamination,  and  the  town  cannot  be  too  greatly  congratulated  on 
having  such  a  supply  as  the  present. 

DAIRIES  and  COWSHEDS. 

The  number  of  these  on  the  register  is  20,  and  they  are  inspected 
at  intervals  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  ;  also  a  Veterinary 
Inspector  examines  the  cows  every  quarter.  His  latest  report  was  very 
satisfactory,  showing  that  there  had  been  no  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of 
the  Udder,  or  indeed  any  detectable  case  of  Tuberculosis  at  all  during 
the  year. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  all  in  a  satisfactory  state,  and  the 
only  complaint  that  can  be  made  is  want  of  white-washing  at  stated 
intervals,  but  this  is  always  attended  to  on  the  matter  being  pointed  out. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  is  no  public  abattoir  in  the  town,  and  all  the  slaughter 
houses  are  in  the  hands  of  the  butchers.  The  offal  is  removed  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner,  and  they  are  kept  clean  and  white-washed  from  time 
to  time. 

I  have  had  no  complaints  with  regard  to  these  places,  nor  have 
I  had  any  reason  to  make  complaints  during  my  inspection. 

Portions  of  two  carcases  of  beef  have  been  condemned  during 
the  year  and  destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

ICE-CREAM  SHOPS. 

These  have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  and  the  premises, 
as  well  as  the  vessels  in  which  the  ice-cream  is  made,  have  been  kept  in 
a  cleanly  state. 

SEWERAGE  and  DRAINAGE. 

The  new  main  sewer  and  outfall  works  continue  to  give  satisfac¬ 
tory  proof  of  their  being  able  to  deal  efficiently  with  the  Sewage  of 
the  town,  and  the  effluent  obtained  at  all  periods  of  the  year  leaves  noth¬ 
ing  to  be  desired. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  old  sewers  in  the  main  streets  and  the 
lower  portions  of  the  town  has  been  completed,  and  the  drainage  of  a 
portion  of  Bamont  Bridge  (a  hamlet  lying  outside  the  town  but  within 
the  urban  area)  has  also  been  completed  and  connected  to  the  main 
outfall. 

Until  this  took  place,  this  village  had  no  proper  system  of  drainage.

In  connection  with  private  drains  or  alterations  to  same  on  either 
old  or  new  properties,  these  have  been  examined  by  the  Inspector  and 
properly  tested  before  being  passed. 

Generally  speaking  the  drains  have  been  tested  hydraulically, 
and  where  for  good  reasons  this  was  impracticable  the  smoke  test  has 
been  used. 

Heavy  cast-iron  pipes  with  lead  caulked  joints  have  generally 
been  used  where  drains  pass  beneath  houses,  &e.,  and  where  in  any  case 
earthenware  pipes  have  been  substituted  these  have  been  laid  on  and 
embedded  in  cement  concrete. 

Very  great  improvements  in  the  drainage  of  private  property 
have  been  effected  during  the  year,  especially  in  connection  with  build¬ 
ings  abutting  on  the  lines  of  the  newly  constructed  sewers. 

Many  of  the  drainage  systems,  after  testing  on  being  proved 
defective,  have  been  entirely  reconstructed  on  proper  lines  ;  thus,  so 
far  as  possible,  putting  not  only  the  public  sewers  but  also  the  private 
drains  into  a  thoroughly  sanitary  condition. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  Council  employ  their  own  carts  to  take  away  the  sweepings 
and  house  refuse  to  the  Ballast  Tip,  which  is  situate  about  a  mile  from 
the  N.W.  of  the  town. 

The  general  scavenging  is  also  done  by  the  staff  of  the  Urban 
District  Council. 

There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  removal  of  refuse 
from  the  fish  and  poulterers’  shops  during  the  year,  the  occupiers  being 
now  compelled  to  remove  this  once  at  least  every  24  hours. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  only  common  Lodging  House  in  the  district  is  regularly  in¬ 
spected  by  an  officer  of  the  Council,  and  is  kept  in  a  cleanly  and  sanitary 
condition. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  these  buildings  is  in  a  satisfae- 
tory  state  and  all  have  the  town  water  supply.  Classes  have  been  fre¬ 
quently  inspected  when  infectious  disease  has  occurred  among  the  chil¬ 
dren,  but  usually  without  much  result  being  obtained. 

WORKSHOPS  and  GENERAL  INSPECTIONS. 

In  accordance  with  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  the 
Workshops  in  the  town  are  periodically  inspected  and  a  register  is  kept. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  these,  and  their  con¬ 
dition  from  a  sanitary  standpoint  is  good. 
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The  older  class  of  Workroom,  with  low  ceiling  and  imperfect 
light  and  ventilation,  is  being  gradually  superseded  by  Workrooms  of 
a  much  better  class  and  improved  sanitation  in  every  way.  This  is  large¬ 
ly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  a  considerable  number  of  new  shops 
and  workrooms  have  been  erected  during  late  years,  and  the  old  build¬ 
ings,  with  their  insanitary  conditions,  are  being  vacated  in  favour  of  the 
former. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  Bakehouses  continues  to  im¬ 
prove,  and  there  has  been  very  little  cause  to  complain  during  the  year 
in  this  direction. 

Systematic  inspections  of  parts  of  the  district  are  made  from 
time  to  time  and  any  defects  found  are  promptly  dealt  with.
